Changes 
would let city 
councillors take 
parental leave

Parents-to-be mulling a run for 
city council could soon find it 
easier to balance work and family 
if elected, after the provincial 
government tabled proposed 
changes Monday that could make 
councillors eligible for parental 
leave. 

Jfroposed changes to the Mu¬ 
nicipal Governance Act, legisla¬ 
tion that sets out the powers 
of towns and cities, is encour¬ 
aging municipalities to create 
their own parental leave laws 
for elected officials. 

Currently, the Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act states that council¬ 
lors are disqualified from office 


t 


if they miss council meetings for 
eight weeks, which could be a 
tum-off new moans and dads. The 
proposed change would elimin¬ 
ate that rule, and let cities make 
up their own, 

"J think this is a very encour¬ 
aging step," said Conn. Andrew 
Knack, J lt can be a barrier to 
run. especially if you're a single 
parent, on top of all the other 
barriers. 1 ’ 

Ihe push for change comes as 
Edmonton advocacy groups con¬ 
tinue to encourage more women 
to run for political office, in an 
effort to get a gender-balanced 
council into office after the Oc¬ 
tober election. 

But Conn. Bev Esslinger, cur¬ 
rently coundl's sole female mem¬ 
ber, pointed out that the move: 
“is not just about women.” 

“This is about families," she 
said, “There are so many bright, 
talented individuals out there 
and having a child should not 
be reason to hold any of them 
back from becoming a munici¬ 
pal leader"

Edmonton Oilers first-round 
playoff tickets against the San 
Jose Sharks were so hot they 
sold out five minutes after be¬ 
ing released. 

That's according to an email 
sent to fans Monday after the 
Oilers opened up ticket sales. 

“We had very limited inven¬ 
tory (hundreds of tickets per 
game) that was released at 10 
a.m.,* the email read. “The tick¬ 
ets released by the Edmonton 
Oilers were gone by 10:05 a.m." 

hut fans were grumbling on 
social media that they couldn't 
score the tickets. 

“Couldn't get Oilers playoff 
tickets the second it hit 10 a.m," 
tweeted Stefanie McKague. “Go 
figure |eye-roll emoji}" 

The Oilers said in the email 
that the tickets are still available 
online at tdmontonOilers.com 
through "verified fan-to-fan re¬ 
sale" via NHL ticket exchange. 

“NHL 'J icket Exchange is the 
only safe, secure and author¬ 
ized site for the resale of Oilers 
tickets," the email read. “Only 
the Oilers Fan-to-Fan Resale site 
[NHL Ticket Exchange) can guar¬ 
antee entry to Rogers Tlace." 

But jump to resale site 
BtubHub and tickets are going 
for more than SI 50 per person. 

Another kin, who goes by un¬ 
dershadow on Iwitter, tweeted 
“g&FdmantonOilere wow #odere, 
guess im not going to a playoff 
game, l don't have £ 1,000 laying 
around for tickets on a resale." 

The Oilers acknowledged the 
situation. 

“Fan resale ticket prices are 
set by the seller and most likely 
will be priced above box office 
prices." the email read. “In addi¬ 
tion, fans can sign up for Last 
Minute Ticker Alerts on Edmon- 
tonOilere.com. 

This is a free program that 
allows fans to sign up for email 
alerts for any last-minute tick¬ 
ets released on Oilers playoff 
game days."

Adults-only condo 
resident takes stand

A resident of an adult-only condo 
in Milt Woods is concerned about 
his home's resale value if he can't 
sell to families or anyone look¬ 
ing to start one. 

Alberta, is the only province in 
Canada that has 1 S-pltis restric¬ 
tions on condos and apartments, 
but the province is currently re¬ 
viewing age discrimination in its 
human rights legislation. 

Tim Young, who Jives in 
Waterfront Fointe Condomin¬ 
ium, is backing the Child-friend¬ 
ly Housing Coalition of Alberta 
campaign to ban adults-only 
buildings, with an exception 
for supportive housing. 

"It's the market that's not 


open to the resale if we choose 
to sell (that's a concern)" Young 
said. 

Young and his wife bought 
the condo 20 years ago despite 
the age restrictions. 

He was put off when the condo 
board president recently sent out 
materials supporting the km on 
families and asking board mem¬ 
bers to write to their MLAs to 
oppose changes to hitman tights 
legislation. 

“The fact ls this: to me, it r s a 
human rights thing, plain and 
simple. We already allow our 
condo associations too much 
power. Let’s not give them this 
power.” Young said. 

.Alan Whyte, executive director 
of the Canadian Condominium 
Institute Northern Alberta, dis¬ 
puted Young's concerns, saying 
he has not seen evidence show¬ 
ing adult-only buildings are de¬ 
valuing over time. 

“.Based on the responses that 
we are receiving, the reason that 
people are moving into those 
buildings, that's primarily the 
No. 1 reason why they Ye mov¬ 
ing in there, h Whyte said. 

“And we haven't seen any even 


anecdotal evidence of older adu It 
buildings, with a whole bunch 
for multiple listings in their unit, 
not being able to sell that way.” 

Proponents of adult-only build¬ 
ings say kid are noisy they should 
be able to live in a quiet space 
with likeminded neighbours. 

Lai-Sing Louie, regional econo¬ 
mist for the prairies with the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHQ. said land¬ 
lords are "'shooting themselves 
in the font" by not renting to 
people with children in a “soft" 
rental market like Edmonton. 

He also sakl the CMHC will not 
insure a mortgage on a building 
that explicitly restricts certain 
ages in its bylaws, 

“CMHC tries to represent the 
government of Canada and dis¬ 
crimination is something that 
we tend not to support," he said.

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ROAD SAFETY 

City invests in new technology to 
monitor roads before tragedy hits 


Near misses, and a community's 
concern over sketchy roadways 
are actually the key to a more 
proactive traffic safety plan — 
and the city's investing in a 
fool that would make that data 
readily available to the transpor¬ 
tation and roads department. 

It's called video risk man¬ 
agement,, and according to city 
traffic safety engineer Joanna 
Domarad it's an emerging tech¬ 
nology' able to track traffic prob¬ 
lems and give planners eyes on a 
fix without tragedy striking first. 

“They’re able to identify the 
various users and figure out 
more details about conflicts,' 1 
Domarad said. “We haven't done 
this type of study in Calgary be¬ 
fore ... we're trying to see what 
this can do for us” 

Domarad said when the city 
is doing collision analysis some¬ 
times they come across loca¬ 
tions that don't have a lot of 
data: either they're new loca¬ 
tions or deal with more rare 
situations. Another use for the 
tech could give the city an idea 
if mitigation is working with¬ 
out waiting years for the data 
to roll in. 


“It's more proactive,” 
Domarad said. 

Expert Willem Rlumpenhou- 
wer, a PhD candidate in trans¬ 
portation engineering at the 
University of Calgary said it's 
possible using this new tech 
could help the city take emo¬ 
tion out of road design. 

“It’s good to have an objective 
way to measure that," Klumpen- 
houwer said. “Hopefully they do 
it in key places ... to develop an 
understanding. h 

Klumpenhouwer noted there 
are issues with Calgaiy's roads, 
and he thinks anything that 
will convince the city there are 
problems is positive, for him, 
the key areas of focus would be 
suburbs, especially those built 
in the '80s with wider roads 
and winding roadways without 
sidewalks. 

The same technology was 
used in Edmonton in 2015 to 
analyze near misses and traffic 
interaction along Scona Road, 
99 Street and Saskatchewan 
Drive intersections. 

The traffic study they did 
showed drivers wore speeding 
10 kilometres over the limit, but 
there wasn’t sufficient data on 
actual crashes to show r the road 
could be dangerous. 

And that's w r here the video 
analyzing technology came in. 


Being able to analyze videos 
for otherwise unreported 
dose calls will give Calgary 
more information on how to 
better design intersections.

It actually showed engineers 
through near-miss data w r here 
problem areas were so that they 
could remedy them. 

Currently, the city has a re¬ 
quest for proposal out to ac¬ 
quire the software, so details 
on where and how they might 
use the tool aren’t cemented. 

The city could choose any 
location imaginable to analyze, 

“This is an emerging tool and 
we are looking to expand the 
toolbox," Domarad said. “This 
is as good a time as any...it's 
a new technology that's being 
more widely used”

The residents of MacDonald 
Lofts. a low-income building 
in the Ice District, have been 


given one year to pack up and 
find a new place to live. 

ICE District Joint Venture 
purchased the property in late 
2016, and on Monday repre¬ 
sentatives said they'd issued 
relocation notices to residents, 
giving them 365 days to secure 
new housing. 

The building has long been 
plagued with public health 
problems, and Alberta Health 
Services declared several units 
unfit for human habitation 
in summer of 2016. Earlier 
this year the former owners 


were hit with 377 public health 
charges. 

Resident s have told Metro of 
ongoing issues, like cockroach 
infestations, 

Karen Cardinal, who has 
lived there for nine years, al¬ 
ready found a place nearby at 
Renaissance Apartments that 
she says is more comfortable 
and liveable. 

“I'm happy to move out," 
she said. 

“My kids don’t want to 
come visit here. It's not for 
kids around this area. J don’t 


blame them." 

Cardinal said most residen ts 
have already moved out. 

Still, many will join a mas¬ 
sive waiting list for af fordable 
housing units in the city. 

En November. Capital Region 
Housing CEO Greg Dew ling 
told Metro there were about 
20.0£>0 people looking for sub¬ 
sidized homes. 

Homeward 'Irust will be in 
charge of relocating residents 
and finding them supports for 
the transition. The organiza¬ 
tion's executive director Su¬ 


san McGee said the one-year 
timeline is “much more gener¬ 
ous than required" and she is 
confident it will be sufficient. 

“Respectfully, i think the 
experience of not knowing has 
been stressful for the tenants 
there, and we certainly want 
to make sure we reach out to 
them as soon as possible so that 
we can relieve some of that 
stress, 11 McGee said. “I think 
just having some clarity about 
what their plan can be going 
forward is really important."

Province proposes new city regs 


Chamber asks feds to delay weed 
laws till work safety addressed

Proposed changes to the Mu¬ 
nicipal Governance Act„ the 
law that governs towns and 
cities, would go beyond parent¬ 
al leave. Here are a few other 
tweaks that could impact Ed¬ 
monton. 

First Nations Partnership 

Alberta is creating an incen¬ 
tive to encourage cities and 
towns to enter formal agree¬ 
ments with neighbouring Eirst 
Nations communities. It could 
be similar to the one signed by 


Edmonton and Enoch Cree Na¬ 
tion. which has both jurisdic¬ 
tions working on projects with 
social and economic benefits. 
Towns and cities wilt also have 
to notify' nearby first Nations 
when they want to annex kind 
that’s close to them. 

Conservation efforts 
Cities and towns would have 
to meet environmental goals 
if they sell land that no longer 
meets conservation standards. 
Any funds generated by the 
sale of former conservation 
land must go into a reserve, 
which would be used to buy 
other chunks of land for en¬ 
vironmental purposes. 


Charging developers 

Cities will be able to charge 
developers for upgrades near 
provincial highway connec¬ 
tions when planning new 
neighbourhoods. 

School partnerships 

School boards and munici¬ 
palities will be able to work 
together on planning agree¬ 
ments around new school sites. 

What's missing? 

Calgary and Edmonton asked 
to have new tax powers, but 
that wasn't addressed. I'he gov¬ 
ernment suggested those dis¬ 
cussions are on the table, but 
it will take a few more years 
before a policy is hashed out.

With the federal government 
set to legalize marijuana next 
summer, the Edmonton Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce is asking the 
government to hold off another 
year in order to address what 
they say are “substantial" work¬ 
place safety concerns. 

In a release Monday 
President and GEO Janet Rio- 
pel said that while there are 


“significant economic oppor¬ 
tunities" that will come with 
legal cannabis, there will be 
concerns for employers, too. 

“Many businesses and indus¬ 
try groups have told us that 
marijuana use is completely 
incompatible with safety-sensi¬ 
tive workplaces," she said. 

“The rights of individuals 
to use cannabis cannot out¬ 
weigh the rights of employ¬ 
ers to maintain a safe work 
environment." 

She added in the release 
that while employers have to 


accommodate medical mari¬ 
juana, there is no obligation to 
accommodate recreational use. 

The Chamber released a set 
of recommendations for the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ment. They're calling for the 
creation of a standard test to 
detect impairment, with legal 
limits for both traffic and work¬ 
place safety. 

Employers all need to be 
educated about their rights 
and responsibilities, and should 
create workplace drug policies, 
the release said.

FOOD 

Group keen to 
sue after brand 
is linked to 
E. coli illnesses 

A pair of Alberti-based law finm 
say they've filed a class-action 
Lawsuit on behalf of people who 
bought or consumed a popular 
brand of flour t hat's been linked 
to illnesses from E. coli. 

James H. Brown and Asso¬ 
ciates and Higgerty Law say 
they’re seeking damages from 
Smucker hoods of Canada Corp. 
following a national recall of 
lD-lclogram bags of Robin Hood 
Original AH Purpose hlour. 

A statement of claim says the 
representative plaint iff lives in 
Victoria, B.C., and became so 
sick after eating cookie dough 
that her kidneys began shut¬ 
ting down. 

The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency issued a recall in 
Western Canada for the flour 
late last month, and the Public 
Health Agency of Canada says 
an outbreak of E. coli 0121 has 
been linked to the flour. 

The health agency says there 


have been 26 cases of people be¬ 
ing infected with the bacteria 
in British Columbia, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Alberta and Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador. 

No deaths have been re¬ 
ported, but at least six people 
required hospital care. 

The recall applies to flour 
with a best-be¬ 
fore date of April 
17, 20IB (20LS 
AL 17) and the 
production code 
S 291 54S, 

No one from 
the company 
could be im¬ 
mediately 
reached for 
comment about the lawsuit. 
A spokeswoman for the ].M. 
Smucker Co.. Maribeth Bums, 
said last week that the recalled 
flour w r as produced at a mill in 
Saskatoon. 

Bums said consumers should 
note public health warnings not 
to taste raw r dough or batter 
and that eating a small amount 
could make people sick. 

T he lawsuit claims the com¬ 
pany breached its duty to safely 
manufacture goods. It alleges 
the company w r as negligent by 
fading to test its flour thorough¬ 


ly, and that it failed to recall 
the tainted flour immediately 
upon learning people were be¬ 
coming ill. 

It aiso says the company 
failed to adopt technological 
advances in laboratory testing 
for flour, lacked adequate pro¬ 
cedures for cleaning equipment 
and didn't train 
staff properly for 
food handling. 
None of the 
allegations has 
been proven in 
court. 

The lawsuit 
says it seeks 
compensation 
for physical and 
emotional injury and lost wages. 
It also seeks a refund for con¬ 
sumers who bought the flour. 

Food contaminated with 
E. coli may not look or smell 
spoiled, but can still make 
people sick. Symptoms can in¬ 
clude nausea, vomiting, mild 
to severe abdominal cramps 
and watery to bloody diarrhea. 

The bacteria can be found in 
the low r er intestines of animals 
and people. The food agency 
said it is investigating the source 
of the E. coli. 
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Numbw of oases of 
people infected with the 
dangerous bacteria 
across Canada.

PIPELINE 

Investment deadline in 
Trans Mountain deal 


A deal reached between 
British Columbia and 
Kinder Morgan reveals 
new details about the 
company's timeline to approve 
investments for a proposed 
expansion of the Trans Moun¬ 
tain pipeline and requirements 
to hire local workers. 

The agreement, signed April 
6, says the Kinder Morgan, board 
of directors must reach a final 
investment de¬ 
cision by June 
30 with news 
communicated 
by July 2 for the 
project to go 
ahead. 

The project 
would twin an 
existing pipeline 
between Edmon¬ 
ton and Burnaby, 

B.C, tripling its 
capacity and in¬ 
creasing tanker 
traffic in the Burrard inlet sev¬ 
en-fold. 

The company said last month 
the expansion would cost an 
estimated $7.4 billion, an in¬ 
crease from previous estimates 
in order to meet conditions im¬ 
posed by the National Energy 
Board. 

The agreement also includes 
a policy requiring the company 


to consider hiring B.C. busi¬ 
nesses and First Nations first 
for the construction and main¬ 
tenance of the project within 
the province. 

But local businesses and 
workers are prioritized only if 
they meet Kinder.Morgan's re¬ 
quirements for safety and exper¬ 
tise, offer competitive pricing 
and aren't at odds with the 
company's existing obligations. 

A state¬ 
ment from 
the province 
didn’t specify 
the number of 
jobs expected, 
however. Nat¬ 
ural Gas Minis¬ 
ter Rich Cole¬ 
man called the 
agreement un¬ 
precedented. 

A spokes¬ 
person for 
Trans Mountain 
said in a statement Saturday, 
"Next steps for the project in¬ 
clude arranging acceptable fi¬ 
nancing and a final investment 
decision by Kinder Morgan.” 

Apart from the June TO dead¬ 
line. the spokesperson said a 
dale has not yet been set for 
the company's board to reach 
a final investment decision.

Preliminary court hearing

An Alberta court hearing 
has began to determine 
whether there's enough 
evidence to send a 
Calgary man to trial for 
the murder of a woman 
one her fi ve -yea r ■ ol d 
daughter last summer. 

Edward Downey, 47, 
was charged last July 
with two counts of first 
degree murder in the 
deaths of Sara Gaillie 
anc her daughter Tali yah 
Marsman. 

Bail lie, who was 34 
years old, was found 
dead in her northwest 
Calgary home on July 11, 
but Tali yah was missing 
and an Amber Alert was 
issued. 

The girl's body was 
found days later in a 
rural area east of the 
city. Downey has been in 
custody since his arrest. 
Several witnesses will 
testify but a publication 
bar prohibits Identifying 
them or reporting any 
evidence that is given. 

The hearing continues 
all week except Friday 
due to the statutory 
holiday, and resume for 
the final: day on May 16.

Canada’s scientists need more funding support 


The mystery surrounding an 
authentic green jacket from Au¬ 
gusta rational Golf Club that weis 
once bought for CS5 at a Toronto 
thrift store likely stoked the en¬ 
thusiasm of collectors LLnd drove 
its sale at auc tion for more than 
USS 139.000, the auction house 
said Monday. 

■Green Jacket Auctions sttid the 
distinctive sport coat worn by 
members of the filmed Georgia 
club and presented each year 
to the Masters winner was sold 
Saturday, a day before the final 
round of this year's tournament 
The club has confirmed its au¬ 
thenticity. Ryan Carey, who co- 
owns the auction house, said it 
was purchased in 1994 at a Good¬ 
will store in Toronto, though 
he couldn't say which location. 

The jacket— from which the 
original owner's name hits been 
cut out—apparently escaped the 
store's notice, but the man who 
bought it “knew exactly what 
it was," Carey said, adding the 
discovery made headlines at the 
time. That man. who Carey said 
was a member of the Canadian 
media, sold it shortly afterwards 
to a golf journalist in the United 
Kingdom “fora very reasonable 
amount of money',“ he said.

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
was in France for two days of 
overseas commemorations for 
Canadian soldiers killed in the 
two world wars, including the 
100th anniversary of the Battle 
ofYimy Ridge and Canada's role 
in D-Day on June 6.1944. 

"The men who fought in 1944 
were carrying the legacy of those 
who risked their lives at Vimy 
Ridge in 1917."

But there was no escaping the 
here and now, with the attack 
in Syria still fresh nn everyone's 
mind.

If you're looking for the Raging 
Grannies, follow their trail of 
technicolour feathers. 

Plumes from their boas were 
scattered around the Canadian 
Museum for Human Rights on 
the weekend as the seif-pro- 
dairned "gaggle" of older women 
horn Victoria, B.C., touched down 
in Winnipeg An exhibit celebrat¬ 
ing their 30 years of activism was 
unveiled at the museum Friday. 

From fighting against uncle¬ 


ar weapons and for Indigenous 
rights, to staging protests over 
pipeline development and a “cry- 
in" over health-care tuts, the 
Raging Grannies' Victoria chap¬ 
ter sparked a satirical movement 
that’s spanned the continent. 

T heir funny, musical brand 
of activism has caught on across 
North America, as more than 
100 similar groups "sprang up 
like mushrooms," according to 
Alison Acker, SB. 

“1 think rage is therapeutic,” 
Acker said. “1 would feel much 
worse if 1 was just sitting at home 
worrying about what was at stake 
in the world and not doing any¬ 


th] ng about it" 

“This is our ulcer deterrent." 
added Anne Moon, 75. 

Retired journalists Acker and 
Moon flew in with Freda Knott, 
an SI-year-old former teacher 
Patty r Moss, a 66-year-old for¬ 
mer librarian; and Lols Cates, a 
63-year-old who worked in com¬ 
munity development. 

Being retired offers the Raging 
Grannies more time to pursue so¬ 
cial justice and plan acts of civil 
disobedience. They meet week¬

Uproar alter 
man is forcibly 
removed from 
packed flight 

Video of police officers dragging 
a passenger from an overbooked 
United Airlines flight sparked an 
uproar Monday on social media, 
and a spokesman for the airline 
insisted that employees had no 
choice but to contact authorities 
to remove the man. 

As the flight waited to depart 
from Chicago's O'Hare Airport, 
officers could be seen grabbing 
the screaming man from a win¬ 
dow seat, pu LLing him across the 
armrest and dragging him dowm 
the aisle by his arms. United was 
trying to make room for four 
employees of a partner airline 
on the Sunday evening flight to 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

Other passengers on Flight 
3411 are heard saying. "Please, 
my God," "What are you do¬ 
ing/* " This is wrong," ’‘Look 
at what you did to him" and 
"Busted his lip." 

Passenger Audra D. Bridges 
posted the video on face book. 


Her husband, Tyler Bridges, said 
United offered STOG and then 
5SOO vouchers and a hotel stay 
for volunteers to give up their 
seats. When no one volunteered, 
a United manager came on the 
plane and announced that pas- 
sengers would be chosen at 
random. 


“We almost fell like we were 
being taken hostage." Tyl er 
Bridges said. “We were stuck 
there. You can’t do anything 
as a traveller. You’re relying on 
the airline." 

When airline employees 
named four customers w r ho 
had to leave the plane, three 


of them did so. The fourth per¬ 
son refused to move, and police 
were called. United spokesman 
Charlie Hobart said. 

"We followed the right pro¬ 
cedures." Hobart told the Associ¬ 
ated Press in a phone interview. 
" That plane had to depart. We 
wanted to get our customers to 


their destinations." 

Oscar Munoz. CEO of United 
Airlines' parent company de¬ 
scribed the event as “upset¬ 
ting" and apologized for “hav¬ 
ing to re-accommodate these 
customers." He said the airline 
was conducting a review and 
reaching out to the passenger 


to “further address and resolve 
this situation." 

'The passenger told the man¬ 
ager that he was a doctor who 
needed to see patients in the 
morning. Bridges said. 

“He was kind of saying that 
he was being singled out be¬ 
cause he's a Chinese man" when 
speaking to the manager, who 
was African-American. Bridges 
said. 

“You should know what this 
is like," the man said, according 
to Bridges. 

Ihe AP was unable to confirm 
ihe passenger’s identity. 

Two officers tried to reason 
with the man before a third 
came aboard and pointed at 
the man “basically saying, 'Sir, 
you have to get off the plane."’ 
Bridges said. That's when the 
alternation happened. 

One officer involved has been 
placed on leave, the Chicago Avi¬ 
ation Department said Monday. 

.After the passenger was re¬ 
moved, the four airline employ¬ 
ees boarded the plane. 

“People on the plane were 
letting them have it" Bridges 
said. “They were saying. 'You 
should be ashamed to work for 
this company/"

Ottawa to address airline bumping in new bill

Canada will introduce new legis¬ 
lation this spring that will ad¬ 
dress the problem of travellers 
being bumped from flights, the 
federal government said Mon¬ 
day, as the violent dragging of 
a passenger off an overbooked 
flight in the U.S. unleashed an¬ 
ger over the practice. 

A spokesman for Tran sport 
Minister Marc Garneau said 
bumping rules will be included 
in an air passenger bill of rights 
that was promised last fall to 
establish clear, minimum re¬ 
quirements for compensation 
when flights are oversold or 
luggage lost. 

Marc Roy declined, however, 
to say if the legislation would 
set industry-wide standards or 
raise compensation to levels 
offered in the United States 


or Europe. 

Garneau would not comment 
directly on the incident aboard 
a United Airlines flight Sun¬ 
day in Chicago, where police 
officers were seen on video 
grabbing a man from his seat 
and dragging him down the 
aisle. He said he did not know 
whether a passenger in Canada 
can be forcibly removed from a 
flight because of overbooking. 

Passenger rights advocate Ga¬ 
bor Lukacs said the “troubling" 
video highlights the need for 
greater consumer protection. 

“Sadly, people realize what 
bumping actually means only 


when an incident so extreme 
happens,” he said. 

Lukacs said all airlines 
should be required to conform 
to the same compensation lim¬ 
its, with thresholds rising to 
a mas imum of S 1,500. in line 
with the U.S. 

In 2013, Lukacs won a Can¬ 
adian Transportation Agency 
case against Air Canada over the 
issue of bumping that required 
the airline to raise compensa¬ 
tion to a maximum of5B00 de¬ 
pending on the length of delay. 

Passengers are usually only 
removed forcibly from flights if 
they are intoxicated or deemed 


to be a threat. However. Lukacs 
said airline staff can legally use 
their power to bar passengers. 

"IFfor any reason the airline 
tells you you need to leave, 
you have to leave.” he said. 
“You don't get a choice, you 
cannot argue about whether 
vou have to leave or not be- 
cause it is their aircraft." He 
said airlines overbook flights 
as a hedge against people not 
showing up. Air Canada said 
bumping is rare. 

“VVe appreciate this is in¬ 
convenient for customers and 
we do take a very conservative 
approach to avoid this situation 
arising and when it does, we 
pay significant compensation,” 
spokesman Peter Fitzpatrick 
said in an email.

Whether you volunteer 
or ore voluntold to get off a 
flight you've paid for, the air¬ 
line owes you compensation, 
air passenger advocate Gabor 
Lukacs told Metro. “They also 
have to rebook you on the 
next flight, including on flights 
of other airlines if they don’t 
have flights of their own/ Lu¬ 
kacs said. 

How much you're entitled to 


is stated in the airline’s “tariff/ 
which outlines its contractual 
obligations to passengers. Air 
Canada's tariff, for example, 
says in the case of overbooking 
the airline will ask for volun¬ 
teers to rebook in exchange for 
compensation. How much is at 
their discretion. If no volun¬ 
teers are found, someone will 
be selected. 

Luggage lost or damaged 

Under the Montreal Conven¬ 
tion you're again entitled to 
some reimbursement for lust 
or damaged luggage when 
travelling internationally, said 
Lukacs, Domestically it falls to 
individual airline tariffs but all 
the major Canadian airlines 
have language on this. It am 
be hard to make sense of the 
fine print.

Apparent murder-suicide at school kills two adults, one student 


A husband opened fire on his 
wife Monday in a Sim Bernardino 
elementary school classroom, 
killing her and a student in a 
murder-suicide that spread panic 
across a city still recovering emo¬ 
tionally from a terrorist attack 
at a community centre just 15 
months ago. 

The shooter also died, and 
a second student was critically 
wounded at .North Park School. 

"T he children we do not be¬ 
lieve were targeted," police Capt. 


Ron Maass told reporters. 

The gunman was identified 
as 53-year-old Cedric Anderson, 
of Riverside, who shot his wife, 
Elaine Smith, also 53. She was 
a teacher in the special-needs 
classroom for students in first 
through fourth grades. 

Anderson said nothing as he 
began firing a large-calibre re¬ 
volver, according to police. Both 
of the children who were Jut 
’were standing behind Smith. 
An eight-year-old later died. 'Ihe 


other student was hospitalized 
in stable condition. 

The gunman had a history 
of weapons, domestic violence 
and possible drug charges that 
predated the marriage, which 
lasted only a few r months, au¬ 
thorities said. 

T he boy who died was iden¬ 
tified as Jonathan Martinez. Au¬ 
thorities did not name the other 
boy who was wounded. 

The 600 other students at 
the school were bused to safety 


at California State University's 
Sim Bernardino campus, several 
miles aw r ay. 

As w r ord of the shooting 
spread, panicked parents raced 
to the school, some in tears, some 
praying as they anxiously sought 
information nIxxit their children. 
They were told to go to a nearby 
high school where they w r ould 
be reunited. 

Four hours later, the chil¬ 
dren began to arrive at the high 
school, getting hugs from emo¬ 


tional parents. As the students 
got off the buses, many of them 
carrying glow sticks they had 
been given to pass the tune with, 
police officers applauded and 
high-fived them. 

When the buses first pulled 
away, some par ents ran along¬ 
side. waving and trying to rec¬ 
ognize their children inside. 
Many said their children were 
too young to have cellphones. 
Others said the phones rang 
unanswered, the associated press

Students must 
stay in New 
York after 
graduation 

There's a big string attached to 
New York's free middle-class 
college tuition initiative: Stu¬ 
dents must stEty in the slate 
after graduation or else pay 
back the benefit. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo said 
Monday that the require¬ 
ment was added to protect 
the state's investment in a 
student’s education by ensur¬ 
ing they don’t take advantage 
of free tuition and then leave 
New York. 

The tuition initiative, which 
Cuomo said is a national mod¬ 
el, covers state college or uni¬ 
versity tuition for in-state stu¬ 
dents From families eEirning 
5125,000 or less. Students 
must remain in New York for 
as many years as t hey received 
the benefit. They must repay 


the money as a loan if they 
take a job in another state. 

"Why should New Yorkers 
pay for your college education 
and then you pick up and you 
move to California?" Cuomo 
said during a call with state 
editorial writers. 

“The concept of investing 
in you and your education is 
that you’re going to stay here 
and be an Etsset to the state. If 


you don’t want to stay here, 
then go to California now. 
let them pay for your college 
education" 

Students who receive free 
tuition and then leave the 
state for an advanced degree 
won ’ t have to pay the money 
back assuming they return to 
New York once they complete 
their graduate studies.

The local economy 

Zimbalist says the argu¬ 
ment that sports is a boon 
to city coffers is overblown. 
Research shows entertain¬ 
ment dollars are still spent 
in the absence of a team, 
Also, sports aren't great at 
keeping financial activity 
in the city, Take the NHL; 
players are paid half of rev¬ 
enues, but most of that is 
taxed federally, or saved and 
invested globally. Taking the 
family to a nice restaurant is 
a more sound investment in 
the local economy. 


Be specific 

Zimbalist doesn't oppose 
all sports subsidies. He says 
stadiums as redevelopment 
catalysts can make sense, 
pointing to San Diego, Calif., 
and Brooklyn, N.Y, But those 
are the minority, and "the 
devil is in the details." He 
warns against subsidies by 
another name, like waiving 
property taxes, interest-free 
loans or introducing a spe¬ 
cial tax or fee to support the 
team.

It; happens nearly every day, 
somewhere in Canada: A house 
parly. Music blares. People 
use street drugs like cocaine, 
MDMA, heroin or pain pills. 

Then someone collapses. 
Shaking them and shouting 
their name yields nothing. 

It's an overdose, possibly of 
a deadly opioid like fentanyl. 
They need an ambulance. 
There's no time to lose. 

And you, the bystander, are 
faced with a choice. 

Do you call 911, potentially 
bringing the police down on 
your head? Do you call, but 
bolt before authorities arrive, 
leaving a critically ill person 
alone? Or do you try to cope 
on your own? 

That decision may soon be 
a little easier. 

MRs are gearing up for a de¬ 
bate Tuesday on the Gtxxl Sam¬ 
aritan Drug Overdose Act. Jf 
passed, it will protect everyone 
at the scene of a drug over¬ 
dose from being charged or con¬ 
victed for certain drug-related 
offences if they call for help. 

An earlier version of the 
private member's bill, giving 
protection front simple drug 
possession charges, passed the 


House unanimously in Nov¬ 
ember. 

Lt has since been amended by 
the Senate to include immun¬ 
ity from charges of 
violating bail con¬ 
ditions, condition¬ 
al sentences, pro¬ 
bation orders or 
parole conditions 
— if the person's 
original offence related to drug 
possession. 

Liberal MP Ron McKinnon, 
who introduced the bill back in 
February 2016, is pleased about 


the amendments and says he's 
"crossing his fingers" the issue 
comes to a vote and the show 
of unity continues. 


just two years ago, the House 
of Commons was passing strict 
limits on harm-reduction cen¬ 
tres where people can use drugs 
under supervision — a proven 


way to reduce overdose deaths. 

But a lot has changed since 
then, and not just the party 
in power. Overdose deaths 


have skyrocketed and danger¬ 
ous opioids like fentanyl and 
carfentanit have become ubi¬ 
quitous. 

Now r . harm-reduction advo¬ 


cates are praising government's 
efforts. 

Rob Boyd, director of the 
Oasis needle exchange program 
at Ottawa’s 
Sandy Hill 
Community 
Health Centre 
said for some 
people, this 
change will 

matter a lot. 

“When someone from our 
community overdoses, 911 is 
called less than half the time. 
And the number-one reason 


is fear of the police," he said. 
“They're afraid they will be 
charged with possession of 
drugs." 

Boyd said as drug use and 
overdoses become problems 
at raves, parties and even wed¬ 
dings. it’s important for people 
to know they don’t face legal 
prosecutions for calling, even 
if that's not realistically likely. 

“Unfortunately, fear does mo¬ 
tivate behaviour." 

ihough McKinnon cautioned 
this bill is only “one arrow In 
the quiver" of a much larger 
response to the opioid crisis* 
he's hopeful it will help pre¬ 
vent people from panicking 
and making bad choices when 
someone overdose s. 

“This is not all about addicts, 
though it certainly would apply 
to them," he said. "But it also 
applies to kids and young adults 
who go to parties and take some 
unknown pill somebody gives 
them. 

“Casual users sometimes 
find themselves in dire straits. 
They don't know r how to deal, 
they're fearful of being arrested 
or charged. And they try to han¬ 
dle it on their own w r hen time 
is of the essence" 

He explained the bill would 
also benefit people are afraid of 
being caught violating an order, 
such as a conditional sentence. 

“For people in those circum¬ 
stances, there's more to their 
story than just hanging out In 
a place where people are using 
drugs. They too are leery about 
calling for help. 

“We w r ant them to make 
that call anyway. We can't help 
people if they're dead."

Lven though he 
claims they were jok¬ 
ing most of the time, 
the then-teenager t™k the com¬ 
ments to heart. He became “ex¬ 
tremely" insecure about his 


height, even researching ways 
to make himself taller. 

“1 was pretty unhappy with 
myself," Vaughn said. 

As gradua¬ 
tion got closer, 
he realized his 
height wasn 't go- 
ing to change — 
but his perspec¬ 
tive could. 

“I realized I 
can't complain 
for the rest of 
my life, because then I’d be 
unhappy," said Vaughn. 

After high school, he took a 


small loan and started designing 
products that would “inspire 
confidence" In his customers. 

“ J want them to be reminded 
they're amazing in their own 
way, to feel comfortable in their 
own skin, and not worry about 
what others say," Vaughn said. 

The positivity doesn’t end
